(Mil, who in 1818 nanetioncd tbu Principle*, or 
diippnrted the uiitiiliiliitvi', of the liufl'ulo Con- 
viiiiiion, not one !>y word or voto evineetl tho 
nlightuiit ili.fpo.iitiun to resist tlio ovorpower- 
itij-influim'o of slavery.' Tbo radical demo- 
crats of New York rallied under the lead of 
iMiiri'y, nn inveterate Hunker, the enemy of 
Hiljw \Vri;:ht, one of the pledged eleven, nnd 
thii radical Uunxiiirut* of Ohio upon C«M 
nr DougliH, bolh pledged by deed and word 
to tlm demand* of slavery. 


Tilt; ntli.'H of the llouxu of Representatives 


were adopted, by wliidi it was easy to exclude 
Iri'vdom of debate. 


Wliilu the free Stales penorally sent only 


thu numlier of delegates to whieb they were 
I'lilillei), several of the ulavo Stiiten wero rep- 
trseiiliid by scores (if ilcli'^ateH wlio by the 
^ire^.^tire of niiiiiiirieal foree, by neeliimatioiiii 
or hisses, us thu east) miisbtdemand, eouldeon- 
trol thu Convention, except when thu vote 


iMiiibl be taken by Slates. Virginia bad moru 
than ,1 b'.itidred representatives, while Ohio 
bail but her voting ntiiulinr, twenty-three.— 
Thu wholu aliiinipberii of the Convention was 
n itiiratriJ with llimkerism. 


Soinu weeks ago, Mr. I'olk of Tennessee, in 


thu JIousu niinoiiiiued to Mr. Huiitoul, of 
Mii?s.ii,'liiHellH, that lui would bu thrust out of 
lliu party. Thu Convention mndu good tlie 
prediction. Mr. Kantmil, in position, liilcnlH, 
.•UK! labor!*, hat been at tbu head of tbu Is'uw 
Kngland Dumouraey. lly a Democratic Con- 
vention regnliiily vailed in his district, bu was 
nominated a delegate lo the National Conven- 
tion at Baltimore, by an overwhelming major- 
ity. A few dissatisfied Hunkers bolted, held 
a kind of a convonticlu of i>omo thirty persons 
opposed lo bin nominatian, and nominated Mr. 
hnrit. Mr. Uanlout was also nominated for 
Congress by a regularly authorized Conven- 
tion of the democracy, the old line democracy 
of tbu district. Mr. Lord was nominated by 
a few Hunker holler*. On the "th April, '.11, 
thu peuplo decided the contest, by giving llan- 
loul 11,101 vote*, nnd Lord 481 At thu Con- 
vention, Mr. IJaiitmil, of course, claimed his 
seat; Mr. Lord, on thu strength of bis party 
of'18. contested it. A commitlecof the Mas- 
sachusetts delegation reported-thai, in ito opin- 
ion, Kobert Kuntoiil was entitled to thu seat. 
The case was referred lo the Committee on 
Credentiak(IIunkur,) appointed by tho Pres- 
ident of thu Convention, (a Hunker.) 
The 


Committco (excepting Mr. ICyo) coolly re- 
ported in liivor of Mr. Lord j llomulus M. 
Sattndurs, of North Carolina, demanded the 
previous question on the adoption of the re- 
port, so ns to prevent (ho facts of tho case 
from coming to tho Knowledge of tho mem- 
bers; and thu Convention, voting by States, 
adopted it—yeas J DC, nays 8.'). General Nyo 
of New York moved n reconsideration, made 
a serious appeal in behalf of justice to Ilan- 
toul and tho Democracy of his district, at the 
<:lo«o of which on motion of Cavo Johnson of 
Tennessee, the motion to reconsider, without 
further opportunity for debate, was laid upon 
tho table. So thn Convention, without delib- 
eration, instigated by Ilunkorisin, voted llan- 
tnul out of his seat, and tho three thousand 
.Democrats of bis district who voted for him, 
and tbo thousand* of Democrats in Now Eng- 
land who sympathi/o with him, out-of. thn 
party, lleiwin : Mr. llnntoul and they bold 
to tbo doetrinu of Non-intervention by the 
I'odural (luvernmont with Slavery and thu 
K.ttradition of Slaves—whieb, in tho judgment 
of Hunkerism and its Master, is "a damnable 
heresy." 


Tbo Convention then proceeded to ballpt 


fora Presidential candidate; no ono received 
a votu who bad not pludgud bis veto in nd- 
vanco upon any net of Congress for thu re- 
peal or modification oftho Fugitive Slave law. 
Tina fact dhows thu complete npostacy of tho 
Hadical Democratic delegate* sent by tho 
Jladical'Dumocrats of tbu North lo represent 
their views and principle*. At last, wearied 
by unsuccessful ell'urti to choose from this con- 
nocratud band, it passed them nil by, and set- 
tled almost unimimou'ly upon Franklin Piurco, 
of New Hampshire, n Hunker of Hunkers, 
profoundly loyal to Slavery, from whom no 
word or voto in behalf of Human Rights has 
over been recorded, who bus avowed Ins en- 
tire devotion to tho Compromise, but who, in 
the absence of nny avowal, could .bo bettor 
trusted by tho Slavbholding Interest than a 
majority of tho candidates for whom it had 
voted. 


Then followed tho almost unanimous nomi-

handed, atrocious effort on tho part of a popu- 
lar. Convention to put. down'all freedom of de- 
bate in Congress—to thrust a gag in the throats 
of the People's Representatives. 


Tho resolution's "wore reported, read twice 


nmidst deafening cries, ihu extra delegates 
and outsiders by their clamor drowning tlie 
voice of dissent; tho previous question was 
sustained; a sep'orato voto was denied on each 
resolution ; (hero was not spirit enough among 
the fair-minded members to .demand a votu 
by Slates; the whole, cumbrous, abominable 
batch was bolted at once, and without investi- 
gation 1 Wo use thu word "abominable" in 
sole reference to tlm Slavery portion of the 
resolutions. •. 


And now, the Democracy of tho United 


States is called upon to ratify thu doings of 
this Convention, to elect its nominees to the 
highest olliees of thu Republic, and to make 
these resolves tlm basis of Administrative pol- 
icy for the next four years 1 


If this nomination prove successful, we shall 


expect tosue California divided, and its south- 
ern portion erected into a Slave State—a fa- 
vorite scheme of tho Slave Power, and for the 
consummation of which it is necessary to so- 
euro n favorable Administration. Every bar- 
rier to thu introduction of Slavery into the 
Territories would bo thrown dow n; Freedom 
there is in jeopardy, with an Administration 
in Washington that regards the Constitution 
of thu United States as carrying with it the 
right to hold slaves in whatever territory may 
be acquired by thu Utvted States. This is 
the doctrine insisted upon by that great In- 
terest which dictated thu nominu::on, ami by 
the school of politicians to which Mr. Pierce 
belongs. Nor must wo forget that the policy 
of the annexation of Cuba, and of further 
acquisitions of territory on our Southwest, for 
lliu purpose of extending slavery, is yet cher- 
ished in the South, and will be urged when- 
ever circumstances may seem auspicious.— 
Who doubts that General Pierce, tho advo- 
cates of this policy will find their most elfi- 
ciunt instrument V 


And then, by tho resolves of tho Conven- 


tion, he and his Party lira bound to regard 
thu Adjustment measures, in their totality, as 
a final settlement of the Slavery Question, so 
fur <ut ai/ititlton against Slarery in concerned, 
and to rcmt all a (tempts to renew this agi- 
tation, "in Congress or out of it."

Hut, they will support tho nomination, and
